REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art 
because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which 
disclose, or suggest, an orthopedic implant assembly that includes a screw retention 
member that has a specific, shaped bore with a tapered retention seat and a shoulder 
and wherein a wall of the bore monotonically decreases and is further designed to fit a 
specifically shaped split ring which in combination with the head of a screw with a 
threaded portion on the head fits into the specific bore or wherein references, or 
reasonable combination thereof could not be found to disclose or suggest a method of 
fastening an implant that has the structure as noted above which further has the steps 
of assembling the implant with the claimed steps.
